Gen. Kuro pat kin's report to Emperor 
Nicholas is couched in guarded terms 
and claims nothing in the way of ac¬ 
complished results. 

Reports from the Russian military 
commander at Port Arthur show that 
the Japanese have brought a shell fire 
to bear on the inner fortress. The gar¬ 
rison. however. Is represented to be 
hopeful of the outcome of the siege. 

Russians Said To Be Retiring. 

Toklo, Oct. 13. I p. m.—It Us reported 
that the Russians are retiring along the 
entire front, and that the Russian force 
at Penhsuhu Is probably enveloped. 
Eight more guns have been captured 
by the Japanese. 

Bloodier Than Liao Yang. 

Mukden, Oct. 13.—The battle south of 
this place continue i throughout Wed¬ 
nesday with eve -increasing fury. In 
respect of de-perateness, bravery and 
bloodshed, It far exceeds even the bat¬ 
tle of Liao Yang. 

Toward evening the Japanese repeat¬ 
edly assumed the offensive. The flght 
continues to-day with unabated fury 
and determination. It is now the fourth 
day of the battle.

No Sign of the Battle’s Slackening, 
According To Kuropatkin. 

SI. Petersburg. Oct. 14. 1:50 a. m — 
Desperate fighting and heavy losses on 
both sddes, with varying success for the 
Russians, Is the summing up of the 
situation by Gen. Kuropatkin in a tel¬ 
egram filed on October 13. There Is 
no sign of the battle's slackening. On 
the contrary, Gen. Kuropatkin tele¬ 
graphs that he hnd ordered the army to 
resume the fight with unabated vigor 
to-dAy. 

GeiJ. Kuropatkin is In the thickest of 
the fighting and Oea. Sakharoff, his 
chief of staff. Is personally directing 
reconnaissances. The conflict has been 
most desperate at the center and on 
the west flank. The advance guards 
at those points had to be repeatedly 
re-enforoed. owing to the great pres¬ 
sure of the Japanese attacks. At 
nightfall on October 12 the Russian 
right was withdrawn from Its main po¬ 
sition; but one of the abandoned posi¬ 
tions was retaken at the point of the 
bayonet during the night. 

Contrary to Field Marshal Grama's 
report, no indication Is given in Gen. 
Kuropaikln’H telegram of an envelop¬ 
ing movement by Gon. Oku. The only 
positions captured by force were at the 
center, where the Russians were com¬ 
pelled to retire during the afternoon. 

There is no mention of .the loss of 
guns. The War Office decline? to dc-ny 
that there was such a loss', hut explain? 
that such an Incident was possible 
while positions were changing hands, 
but that even if it Is true) it is of no 
material consequence.

Gen. Oku's left army alone bagged 
twenty-five guns. 

The Russians made two desperate 
counter-attack* against the Japanese 
left, but were repulsed with heavy 
slaughter.

The Manchurian headquarter^ in a 
telegram sent to-duy reports as fol¬ 
lows:

Fort Wayne, Ind , Oct. 13.—The crowd 
which greeted William J. Bryan at the 
political meeting In Princess Rink to¬ 
night. which concluded the second day 
of the speaker’s tour of Indiana, wa* 
the largest ever assembled ns a politi¬ 
cal demonstration in Fort Wayne. 

An hour before the torchlight proces¬ 
sion which escorted’ the speaker and his 
party to the hall arrived the doors were 
closed, so great was the pressure for 
admission. 

Pre\ious to Mr. Bryan's arrival 
speeches were made by Frank E. Her¬ 
ring. of South Bend, candidate for 
Congress, and Daniel W. Sims, of La¬ 
fayette.

Criticism of Rocsevelt. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Oct. 13.—Wm. J.

Tokio. Oct. 13. 2 p. m.—It Is yet too 
early to measure the results of 
the tremendous struggle which 
has been waged for the po^t 
three days south of Mukden, but 
ull reopris reaching Toklo Indicate that 
Gen. Kuropatkin ha* been decisively 
whipped and severely punished. The 
Russian commander was evidently 
caught while making his dispositions 
with hi* forces scattered, and he was 
beaten before he could recover. 

Much depends on the ability and the 
resolution of the Japanese in applying 
and following up thvir advantages. 

Kui\q>u»tkln may turn up In favorable 
ground and succeed in beating back 
'he Japanese onslaught, but the tide 
seems against him. 

The Japanese yesterday began a des¬ 
perate effort to turn the Russian right, 
and if this effort should he successful 
It will carry disaster to the Russian 
arms. 

The struggle around Benslhu is being 
followed with intense interest here.

5,000, and its isolation or loss would be 
a severe blow. Estimates of the total 
forces engaged vary.

The official record of the meeting at 
which It wa* decided to glva^ the 
cows to the Senator, who cham¬ 
pioned the bill for the $75,000 appropria¬ 
tion to enlarge the asylum, contain* the 
following statements; "The regular 
monthly meeting of the Board of Com¬ 
missioners of the Western Kentucky 
Asylum for the Insane was held on the 
asylum premises Tuesday. March 1, 
1904. The Hon. F. M. Quarles called the 
meeting to order and directed the sec¬ 
retary to call the roll, and upon the 
calling of said roll the following com** 
miaslonere were found to be present: 
Messrs. Carroll. cVfillon, Hill, Johnson, 
Jones, Quarles and Layne. Messrs. 
Biu>h and Smith were fouftd to be ab¬ 
sent. Commissioner Jones moved that 
the steward be Instructed to s»end Sen¬ 
ator Gus Richardson, of Brockenfldge 
county, two nice Jersey heifers, expre*® 
charge* of same to be prepaid; second¬ 
ed by Commissioner Layfie and carried 
unanimously.”

I>r. Milton Board, superintendent of 
the Western Kentucky Asylum for tha 
Insane, makes the following statement 
In Veference to the charge* preferred 
by Dr. Lackey and filed with the Gov¬ 
ernor and concerning the indictments 
found by the Chrletlan county grand 
Jury at Lackey’s Instigation: 

"The motive that ha* Inspired Dr. 
Lackey In this matter 1* obvious, and is 
a clear keynote to his character. For 
the sake of hi* family and the good of 
the Institution It has been the desire 
of myself and the commissioner* that 
he should be allowed to retire without 
exposing hi* conduct, and he ha* 
brought this publicity upon hlm«elf. 
The latter part of August a for¬ 
mal petition signed by myself, the 
commissioner* and all the officials 
then connected with the institution was 
addressed to Gov. Beckham, earnestly 
requesting Lackey's removal in the in¬ 
terest of the pea<*e and progress of the 
asylum. We stated that for four years 
he had been the paramount disturbing 
element In the institution, and that all 
effort* to Induce him to correct his 
lmblt* had been in vain; that he was 
a persistent mischief-maker and utter¬ 
ly neglectful of his official duties, and 
that he was cruel and Inhuman to the 
patient*. A* a result of these charges 
Inspector Hines, at the Governor's di¬ 
rection, sent for Dr. Lackey and advised 
hlrn to tender hi* resignation. He re¬ 
fused to do so. and I then filed with the 
Governor specific charges, *even in 
number, and requested that, if they 
were sustained that the man be re¬ 
moved from ihe position he had dls- 
i harged. In substance my charges 
were as follows: 

” ‘First, that his professional qual¬ 
ifications were so poor that even if he 
did his best the unfortunate patient* 
under his care would suffer dally for 
want of proper m.*dical treatment: sec¬ 
ond. that he utterly neglected his of¬ 
ficial duties and was constantly ab¬ 
sent from the asylum, third, that hi* 
brutal cruelty was without parallel In 
the history of the Institution; fourth, 
that he wa* a constant disturbing ele¬ 
ment, a tale-bearer and a menace to the 
peace and comfort of the asylum 
household; fifth, that he had nt «ap- 
proprlated money and valuables belong¬ 
ing to patients, converting them to hi* 
own use; sixth, that he wa* a con¬ 
fessed grafter; seventh, that he wa* un¬ 
truthful and that his most trivial 
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statement had to be In vest! prat ed be¬ 
fore It could be accepted.’ 

• • • 

Heifer Episode Explained. 

“In the face of these charges he re¬ 
signed his position and left the asylum. 
Now as to his various allegations the 
public has already been advised 
through the medium of the press. The 
presentation of two heifers to Senator 
Richardson was done publicly and was 
a mere act of courtesy and apprecia¬ 
tion and was hardly a heinous offense. 
The system of furloughs In operation 
here is one used by all the asylums in 
the .State, and consists simply in allow- 
lng patients who have been success¬ 
fully treated at the institution tr> go to 
their homes for a period of three 
months before being finally discharged. 
This saves the Stale railroad fare, the 
clothing and care of such patients and 
the cost of new* trials for lunacy If the 
furloughed persons have a pc turn of 
their mania, which frequently hap¬ 
pens. It also saves the patients and 
their families the humiliation of public 
trials The names of furloughed pa¬ 
tients are kept on the rolls only dur¬ 
ing this period and they are then finally 
discharged. The dead putlent Dr. lack¬ 
ey suys was kept on the roll was u 
consumptive who died at his home dur¬ 
ing the period of parole. As regards 
tho ohargvs that several commissioners 
and board officials had furnished some 
supplies or secured a contract with the 
asylum, if there Is any violation of the 
statute whatever It Is purely technical, 
and I feel sure no intentional infrac¬ 
tion of the law has been made, and 
certainly at ail times tire interest of 
•be institution has faithfully been kept 
In view." 

The commisslo^ners and Dr. Board 
say that the presentation of the heif¬ 
ers to Senator Richardson was in the 
Identical spirit In which they gave a 
bouquet to the Legislative Committee 
which recommended the appropriation. 
The gift was made, they say, after the 
legislature adjourned and had abso¬ 
lutely r.o bearing on Ids action In sup¬ 
porting 'ho measure. 

/Senator Richardson accepted the 
cows, but the larger one. two years eld, 
was subsequently killed by a train.

RESULT OF SPITEWORK. 

Treasurer Davis Says Indictments 
Will Amount To Nothing. 

Paducah. Ky., Oct. 13.—Lucien H. 
Davis, treasurer of the Hopkinsville 
Asylum board, who Is among those In¬ 
dicted at Hopkinsville yesterday. Is In 
the city a member of the Knights of 
Pythias committee that Is inspecting 
site* for the K. of P. Widow’s and 
Orphans’ Home. He said to-day that 
the Indictment was the resmlt of splte- 
w f ork and malice on the part of a physi¬ 
cian removed for cruelty. He says he 
did take the contract for the «tone 
work, but that stone masonry is his 
business and has been for years and 
that he was the lowest bidder and has 
no fear of results. 


Dr. Lackey’s Removal Urged By the 
Asylum Officials. 

Frankfort. Ky.. Oct. 13. -[Special.]— 
fince the finding of Indictments at 
Hopkinsville against the commission¬ 
ers and bflb'lais of the Western Asy¬ 
lum for the Insane on various charges 
preferred by First Assistant Physician 
Walter Lackey, it develops here that 
Dr. Lackey was himself removed after 
very serious charges had been pre¬ 
ferred 1 against him both by the super¬ 
intendent. Dr. Milton Board, Individual¬ 
ly, and by the full commission of the 
mdltution and all of the other offi- 
These charges, which \\>re pre¬ 
ened on August 25 and September 14 
List, were investigated by order of 
• lov. Beckham and only withheld and 
•Lackey allowed to resign out of con¬ 
sideration for his family. He sought 
to have the matter compromised and to 
secure a transfer to the Central Asy¬ 
lum at Lakeland, but Gov. Beckham 
refused to authorize this, and put him 
Jn charge of the unfortunates there aft- 
looking into his conduct at the West¬ 
ern Asylum. 

Die resignation of Dr. Lackey as 
First Assistant Physician became ef¬ 
fective on Monday last, and on that 
day the Governor received from him a 
letter making the charges against the 
coni miss!oners and officials, which he, 
vLuckey, later went before the grand 
jinrv and gave to that body. Upon re¬ 
ceipt of the letter the Governor turned 
l: over to State Inspector Hines, who 
Bandies all such matters, with dlrec- 
.* .on* to Investigate. Judge Hines had 
•jot had an opportunity to do so before 
i he Indictments were returned and 
liiade public.

The statute re¬ 
quires that he he a skilled physician, and 
the position which he holds demands an 
educated, well equipped man; when, rtg 
a matter of fact. Dr. Lackey Is. by rea¬ 
son of want of medical skill and %ppfica- 
tlon, so poorly qualified to fill the duties 
of his position that If he were to do the 
best he could at all times the unfortunate 
patients under his car^- would suffer dailv 
for the want of skilled medical attention, 
such as they deserve, and such as Is con¬ 
templated by the statute 
Second—I change thitt he is utterly neg¬ 
ligent of his official duties, giving no 
thought or concern for his patients; con¬ 
stantly ahs**nt from the Institution, leav¬ 
ing the patients intrusted to his care 
either to suffer for want of attention, or 
to be looked after by mys*if and othor 
assistants at such times as wo can got 
from oqr duty. 

Third—I charge that h'.s record for 
cruelty and inhumanity Is without paral¬ 
lel In the history of this Institution His 
brutality has Wen concealed from the 
public, but Is well known throughout th.* 
institution, and specific rnmee will be fur- 
nlshed when an Investigation Ik mad* 
which will show conclusively that he Is 
more brute than human.

CANTEEN FAVORED 


BY BRIG. GEN. BURTON. IN¬ 
SPECTOR GENERAL OF ARMY. 


Says It Is of Moral Benefit To the 
Soldiers—Also Favored 
By Surgeons. 


Washington. Oct. IS.—That the can¬ 
teen ‘is of great moral benefit to the 
army Is the claim mad* by Brig. Gen. 
G. H. Burton In his annual report as 
Inspector General of the army to the 
Secretary of War made public to-day. 

“It seems to be almost the unanimous 
sentiment of the army," he says, "that 
the one thing lacking to meet the sol¬ 
diers* wants and tastes Is the canteen 
feature. The absence of this leads to 
sickness, the commission of military 
offenses, desertion and other crimes, as 
well , as impaired discipline by driving 
men to resort to the low dives and 
gToggeries that have sprung up like 
mushrooms around military reserva¬ 
tions since the prohibition law was en¬ 
acted. In fact the canteen feature Is 
not only n benefit morally, but the prof¬ 
its derived from the sales of beer nnd 
light wines are used to Improve the 
mess ns well Us for the ptirchase of 
periodicals, publications, etc., all of 
which add to the soldier*** comfort and 
contentment." 

Gen. Burton then quotes the Inspec¬ 
tor General of the Philippine division 
as saying regarding the canteen: 

'•It’s absence is seriously felt. The 
effect, especially in the provinces, is to 
encourage men In the use of the various 
native drinks. In some instances of 
opium." 

MILITARY AND NAVAL 

Surgeons Go On Record As Favoring 
Sale of Beer At Army Posts. 

St. Louis. Oct. 13.—‘The most Impor¬ 
tant action of to-day’s session of the 
annual convention of the Association 
of Military and Naval Surgeons of the 
United States was the unanimous adop¬ 
tion of a resolution recommending that 
the sale of beer, be permitted at the 
army post exchanges, subject to such 
regulations as shall be determined by 
the general staff and the Secretary of 
War. 

A resolution was also adopted, peti¬ 
tioning Congress to reorganize the 
medical departments of the army and 
navy, and to give the medical officers 
the dignity nnd power enjoyed'by offi¬ 
cers of similar rank in the respective 
branches of the service.

Washington, Oct. 13.—{Special.]—The 
District Court of Appeals to-day heard 
arguments on the appeal of William 
Farr, formerly of Nashville, from the 
order of the District Supreme Court re¬ 
fusing to discharge him from the cus¬ 
tody of the marshal. He was commit¬ 
ted by a United State* Commissioner 
to await a warrant for his removal to 
Tennessee for trial there. 

The charge against Farr In Tennes¬ 
see Is said to be that he devised a 
scheme to defraud, to be effected by the 
use of the United States mall. The al¬ 
leged scheme was thut Farr claimed to 
confer honorary law degrees of a repu¬ 
table university. w r hile. It Is raid, the 
degrees were from an Institution which 
exists only on paper and could he pro¬ 
cured by any one willing to pay the 
price without regard to chanicter or 
qualifications. 

Farr contends that the scheme 
charged does not come w ithin the stat¬ 
utes and that the indictment Is so tech- 
nldaliy defective as not to justify the 
court In sending him back to Tennessee 
for trial.

Edinburgh, Oct. 13.—The Duke of 
Connaught, brother of King Edward, 
while driving In a motor car from Ed¬ 
inburgh to Gosford Hous^, the seat of 
the Earl of Wynne, had a narrow es¬ 
cape from death and suffered painful 
injuries, from which he was for a time 
unconscious. 

The automobile In which the Duke 
was riding with his aide-de-camp, Maj. 
Murray, in passing a street car, col¬ 
lided with a cart. The overhanging 
portion of the cart struck the rear seat 
of the automobile and carried away 
Hint section of the vehicle. The Duke 
was thrown out v tih great force. As 
si»on as the automobile could be stopped 
Maj. Murray went to the aid of the 
Duke, whom he found unconscious and 
bleeding from wounds about the head. 
A second automobile, carrying mem¬ 
bers of the Duke’s suite, came up and 
the Duke was taken back to Edin¬ 
burgh In IL By the time the automo¬ 
bile reached Edinburgh the Duke had 
recovered and was able to walk. 

After two stitches were taken fh his 
ear and his hurts had been examined 
by physicians. It was announced that 
the Duke would suffer no serious con¬ 
sequences. but had received a severe 
shaking up and shock. Maj. Murray 
was not hurt.

Ulrich Is also satisfied that the bur¬ 
glary Wi ib committed In the daytime, 
as the gas ir the house had been turned 
off. and It tras evident that the thieve* 
carried the drawers to t<he parlor so 
that they could get the light from the 
upper shutters to examine them. 

A complete report of the robbery, 
with a partial list of the articles so far 
known to be missing, has been made 
to the police and officers have been as¬ 
signed to the case. Among the thing.* 
that Mr. Ulrich knows were taken 
were a v&ltrtbltf Winchester rifle. mad* 
to order; a handsome silver watch, 
hunting case, won art’s size; a heavy 
gold biaceiet with a number of gold 
o.inglcs; numerous silver manicure 
pieces; several stick pins. Including a 
handsome monokini pin; a collection 
of copper coins, obsolete paper money 
and other curiosities collected by Mr. 
Ulrich and highly valued by him, and a 
small, inexpensive watch. The Itet of 
mining artl' ies also Includes a number 
of trinkets which belonged to Mr. Ul¬ 
rich's deceased Child, and which had a 
personal value.

Thieves Stayed Several Hours. 

“I think the thieves were In here sev¬ 
eral hours,’’ said Mr. Ulrich last night, 
“because they took their time. They 
even had the nerve to take my pipe and 
smoke my tobacco In it while they were 
at work. When I first .came Into the 
house 1 could not believe that I was at 
home. They hud pried Into every cor¬ 
ner, behind and under every piece of 
furniture and had even gone so far as 
to search the kitchen. 

“I had placed my rifle under a couch 
In the front hall, after the couch had 
been covered with a heavy dust cloth. 
They apparently had no trouble In find¬ 
ing it, as they moved the krouch about 
the hall. It may be that they used the 
couch to rest upon between their ef¬ 
forts. 

“The preserves were taken down from 
the pantry’ shelves nnd inspected, but 
were left. Fortunately before I went 
away I took all of our valuable silver¬ 
ware to a vault and It was safe. I have 
not yet been able to tell w hether I have 
made a complete list of the things 
missing. I believe, however, that the 
thieves were looking for money and I 
don’t think that they cared for any¬ 
thing else. If there had been any mon¬ 
ey in the house they w’ould have surely 
found 1L 

“I do not think that it was the work 
of professional thieves. The entrance 
was gained by cutting the putty from a 
window* In the bedroom and removing a 
pane of glass. I nm Inclined to believe 
that it was done by negTo boys, and 
there Is no telling how* many times they 
were here. I have learned that a boy 
we formerly employed to wash the 
pavement has disappeared from his 
home." 

The police believe they have a trace 
of the rifle, which was of an unusual 
kind, and by means of It they hope 
to find the thief or thieves. 

Fractured Bones Put Together. 

The efforts of two physicians and nn 
X-Ray machine were found necessary 
to successfully draw* the fractured 
bones of Frederick Zorn’s arm togeth¬ 
er after he had fallen from his wheel 
at Twenty-sixth and Slevln streets. 
Young Zorn was riding rapidly around 
a corner and found it necessary to ap¬ 
ply the coaster brake attached to his 
bicycle and In doing so the rear wheel 
was locked and the lad was thrown 
over the handle bars/ Both bones In 
the left forearm w*ere badfy splintered, 
and it took several hours to place 
them In position. He was attended by 
Dr. W. O. Roberts and Dr. Frank T. 
Wilson. Young Zorn Is an amateur 
violinist of some reputation and is a 
sophomore in the Manual Training 
High School. 

Kuhl Has Another Vision. 

C. L. Kuhl, who hud a vision and pre¬ 
dicted the war between Russia and 
Japan, has had another.

Indicts Mitchell. 


ACTION OF THE GRAND JURY. 


CHARGED WITH ATTEMPTING 
TO POISON MSS. JAMF3 
MULLIGAN. 


DETECTIVES LEAVE FOR HOME. 


I^exlngton. Ky., Oct. 13.—[Special.1— 
The sensational mystery surrounding 
the attempt to poison the family of 
Judge James H. Mulligan nearly three 
weeks ago and which has been under 
Investigation by the Fayette county 
grand Jury for the past week, was 
brought to an end this afternoon by 
the grand Jury making a report to 
Judge Watts Parker in which It exon¬ 
erated James J. Mulligan and all others 
In the attempt except the negro, Lewds 
Mitchell, w'ho was Indicted. 

The investigation, which was started 
last Friday, was Interrupted several 
days ago by the sensritlnal discharge of 
one member of the body by Judge 
Parker on an affidavit filed by Judge 
James H. Mulligan that he was wholly 
unfit to serve In the capacity of Juror 
in this particular case. The investi¬ 
gation was then gone over with again 
with a new member In the pluce of the 
discharged juror, William Irvine, and 
was finished this morning with the tes¬ 
timony of Detective L. P. Colleran, of 
Chicago, and Mrs. Mol He Stevenson, 
sister of James J. Mulligan, who was 
the accused member of the f&mife 
• • • 

Grand Jury Makes Report. 


At the conclusion of the testimony of 
the two above-named witnesses Com¬ 
monwealth's Attorney John R. Allen 
announced that the Investigation had 
been completed and that the matter 
was under deliberation by the grand 
Jury. After deliberating about an hour 
the Jury filed Into the court room and 
handed its report to Deputy Clerk Rich¬ 
ard Colbert, who read it to Judge Par¬ 
ker In the presence of several people 
who had waited In the court room all 
during the morning to hear the report 
of the Jury. James J. Mulligan, the 
accused son. was the pnly person di¬ 
rectly concerned Iri the now famous 
case that was In the court room when 
the report was read, and he shook 
hands with each of the Jurors and 
thanked them for the investigation and 
for the exoneration of himself. The 
matter Is now closed so far as the 
grand Jury is concerned, but is still sur¬ 
rounded by n deep mystery which will 
likely be unfolded when the trial of 
Lewis Mitchell Is held. Following Is the 
report of the grand Jury: 

To the Hon. Watts Parker. Judge of 
the Fayette Circuit Court: We feel that 
It Is due the parties directly concerned 
In the Mulligan poisoning case to state 
publicly that ihl» grand Jury has gone 
Into the virion* tpsthnonles and state¬ 
ments exhaustively and nothing has been 
deduced therefrom that sustained the 
charge against James J. Mulligan, who 
w.vs Implicated by the confession of Lewis 
Mitchell; nor Is there any fact or cir¬ 
cumstance In the case to justify the be¬ 
lief that anyone else va* Implicated In 
the crime other than Lewis Mitchell.

Edwards, president of ihe Deposit 
bank. She has relatives In Nashville 
and Louisville. Her remains will be 
taken to Nashville for burial to-mor¬ 
row. 

KILLED HIS FATHER. 

Jesse L. Green Was Then Sent To 
the Asylum. 

Mayfield. Ky., pet. 13.—[Special.}— 
During a fit of insanity Jetfse L. Green 
killed his father, John W. Green, with 
a oornknife. They lived four miles 
from Mayfield and were cutting corn, 
and. while doing so a conversation 
came up.

Remains In City Limits. 

Georgetown. Ky, Oct. 13.—[Special.]

Four Negroes Sent To Prison.

—At the morning session of the Circuit 
Court to-day four negroes were sen¬ 
tenced to the penitentiary by one Jury. 
The terms ranged from one to five 
years and the crimes were malicious 
ehooting and housebreaking.

Dr. Pey¬ 
ton H. Hoge recited the history of the 
movement which led to the establish¬ 
ment of the Kentucky Seminary; told 
of the inception of the plan for the new 
buildings, the financial difficulties which 
were presented only to be overcome un¬ 
til their efforts were finally crowned by 
the two beautiful buildings w’hich have 
been erected and In which the dedica¬ 
tion services w*ere being held.

Beauty of the Refectory. 

The refectory* in its architectural 
beauty Is an eloquent tribute to the 
taste of Its designer, so much so that 
Dr. Hoge felt called upon to explain— 
almost to apologize—for such a hand¬ 
some room merely for dining purposes. 
He said that in uddltlon to this use, It 
was designed as a room w*here all of 
the members of the church could meet 
from time to time, not as one afiother’g 
guests, but upon a common ground in 
which all were equally Interested. 

The keys w*ere accepted on behalf of 
the directors by the president of the 
board. Dr. J. McClusky Blayney, who 
paid a high compliment to Dr. Hoge 
and the members of the Building Com¬ 
mittee. "Your work and service In this 
connection are so satisfying and efficient 
that we shall insist upon your—Just go¬ 
ing ahead and finishing the other build¬ 
ings/’ he said. 

Dr. Blayney, before presenting the 
keys to the faculty*, addressing his re¬ 
marks to Dr. Charles R. Hemphill, 
chairman of the faculty, explained »t 
length the desire of the directors In the 
character of work which should be done 
in the seminary- He said thut It was 
their wish that the students not only 
get the Bible into their heads, but also 
in*to their hearts. He emphasised the 
wish that students should become thor¬ 
ough masters of the Holy Scripture, so 
that in going Into the world their work 
In all cases should be above the medl* 


Dr. Hemphill’s Response. 

Dr. Hemphill, who received the keys 
and Kpok^ for the faculty, acknowl¬ 
edged the added responsibility that 
came with them and gave hl» promise 
that the **lsh«*s of the directors should 
be followed as early as possible, al¬ 
though this would not necessitate any 
choree from former plans, an they had 
a lway b had these points In view. He 
told what the faculty hoped to accom¬ 
plish. and In closing paid high tributes 
of respect to the memory of three men 
who had by their efforts and aid been 
of Incalculable assistance to the Ken¬ 
tucky seminary*, men w'hose names, he 
said, were Interwoven with the history 
of the institution—Walter N. Halde- 
tnan, W. T. Grant and A. J. Alexrnder. 
After concluding his remarks Dr. 
Hemphill offered the dedication prayer. 

. which was followed by the hymn 
' "Blessed Are the Puie In Heart," and 
i the benediction by Dr. Biayney, 

Preceding the exercise, whJch liegan 
at 8:30 o’clock, visitors were escorted 
through Haldernan Hull and shown all 
of the conveniences with which It Is 
fitted. Twenty-six rooms are now oc¬ 
cupied by students. eac.h room clean, 
commodious and homelike. The fur¬ 
nishings and fittings are of the best, 
and the entire building in its appoint¬ 
ments elicited praise and admiration. 
After the exercises the dining-room was 
put to a praxUlcal and pleasing use. 
light refreshments being served during 
the hour devoted to an informal recep¬

guard of county’ detectives. 

Fearful that an attack would be made 
on the man w’ho has testified against 
Welnselmer and is ref*ponslble for the 
labor leader's arrest. District Attorney 
Jerome had three detectives accompany I 
him to-night to his home. 

These men will remain there and will | 
go with the contractor to the Criminal | 
Court's building when he attends the 
trial to-morrow* morning. 

That Essig has been threatened with 
Injury and was bodily assaulted be¬ 
came know*n to-day. Essig said that 
shortly after Welnselmer’s indictment 
In August he received threatening let¬ 
ters. and that since his testimony of 
yesterday against Welnselmer more let¬ 
ters have been received. About three 
weeks ago he was assaulted by* three 
strange men near his house, beaten 
over the head and seriously Injured. 

The story of a threat alleged to have 
been made by Welnselmer to "use a 
gun If anything happened” was told to¬ 
day by Essig. It was on a complaint 
brought by Esslg that Weinsetmer was 
arrested, and It was during the cross- 
examination of the chief witness for the 
pt oe^cutlon by* Welnseimer’s counsel 
that the story was told. Eswlg had told 
of his alleged dealings with Welnsei- 
pier, claiming that he paid the defend¬ 
ant $2,700 for calling off a strike. The 
last payment, he said, was made in 
Welnselmer's office in marked bills the 
day the labor leader W3S arrested. After 
the transaction had been completed and 
while they were going dowrn the eleva¬ 
tor from Weinselmer’s office. Essig said, 
Welnsejmer turned to him and said: 

"I’ve got a lot of friends, and If any¬ 
thing happens they will make the peo¬ 
ple responsible sweat for it. I can use 
a gun as well as anyone else.” 

Essig «a!d Welnselmer was very much 
excited at the time, and ^efore the ele¬ 
vator hu& reached the lower floor again 
turned to his companion and said: 

"You know that you are as guilty 
as I am.” 

When they stepped from the elevator 
detectives were at hand, and at a nod 
from Esslg they placed Welnselmer 
under arrest. 

Essig reported to the District Attor¬ 
ney several days ago that he wus in 
fear of his life. 

REFUSE TO ARBITRATE. 

Cincinnati Coal Dealers Done With 
Teamsters’ Union. 

Cincinnati. Oct. 13.—[Special.]—In 

nnfiwe. to Mayor Flelschmann's offer to 
try to adjust the coal teamsters’ strike 
the dealers have sent him an open let¬ 
ter in which they refuse to arbitrate 
with them or have any dealings what- j 
ever with the union. They state that : 
they have in every way lived up to 
the agreement made with their men 
last March and that they had no rea¬ 
son to strike; they have now hired a 1 
number of men to take the places of j 
the striking men and that they will 
not discharge thes* men without cause, 
but that they will take back any of 
their old men for whom they have room 
If they will apply as Individuals. 

Both sides are claiming a victory, but 
all admit that the magnitude of the 
strike depends upon i !•* action of the 
Stationary Engineers’ Union, which to¬ 
night is considering gping out Ip sym¬ 
pathy with the teamsters, if the en¬ 
gineers go out it will mean the tying 
up of over half the power plants In the 
city. ___

The head of the new organization Is 
I. F. Jones, one of the host known car¬ 
penters of Ix)ulsvllle, who was for many 
years prominent In union labor circles 
and at one time was president of one of 
the carpenters’ unions, Mr. Jones has 
been working for several months on 
his scheme for a union on new prin¬ 
ciples. and last night twenty-four men 
met at l nlon Hall. Other meetings will 
be held In the rear future and It Is ex- 
pec. ted that the membership of the new 
t»rganlratkm will grow rapidly The 
following officers w.re elected last 
night: I. F. Jones, president; Pete Goe¬ 
bel. vice president: O. H. Griffin, finan¬ 
cial secretary; \s a'U» Cash, recording 
secretary;• Edward Groves, marshal. A 
board of trustees will be elected at a 
later meeting. 

"Our union Is organized along new 
lines." said Mr. Jones, "but we believe 
our view* of the labor situation Is more 
In harmony with the spirit of the times 
than others. In the first place, we are 
going to be absolutely Independent and 
we are going to have no nqe who Is not 
a first-class mechanic in « ar organiza¬ 
tion. We will work In harmony with 
our employers and w*e believe they 
have a right to employ whom they see 


fit. We are opposed to strikes or lock¬ 
outs. and when we believe that pros¬ 
perity justifies a little more money we 
won’t be Idle for weeks on the streets 
while W'e are trying to get It. We will 
have a meeting here in our hall and 
discuss it with our employers and If 
both sides act In a spirit of fairness, 
as they are more apt to do under such 
conditions than under the old order, 
the public will never know that w'e are 
getting a little more a day or that the 
bosses were unuble to grant It. 

• • • 

Accept Employers’ Recommendation. 

"The three old carpenters’ unions 
have lost the good mechanics. Most 
of them have not attended meetings 
for a long time and these are the men 
we are after. We will not be taking In 
tramps and floaters simply because 
they have a.card In their pocket, but 
every man that comes to us must show 
that he is a first-class carpenter. If 
the boss employs a new man and rec¬ 
ommends him to us we will take him in 
without question, but otherwise he 
must ’go through a course of sprouts/ 
We want It understood that we are 
not fighting other unions. We are op¬ 
posed to fighting and want to fight no¬ 
body. We don’t want to take their 
members away from them. They have 
some we wouldn’t have, but every man 
that belongs to our union must belong 
to no other.” 

Mr. Jones said that the new move¬ 
ment had been supported and encour¬ 
aged by the master carpenters of Louis¬ 
ville and that several would probably 
attend the next meeting. He was 
asked If ihc Employers’ Association 
bad been approached on the subject, 
but said that it had not been, but that 
the Employers’ Association might be 
consulted when affairs are In full run¬ 
ning order. ^_

Our National Degradation. 

In his exposition of the Panama ca¬ 
nal iniquity Senator Morgan this morn¬ 
ing explains'the part the Democrats 
played In the ratification of the Hay- 
Varilla treaty—a part Into which they 
were driven by the autocratic course 
of the President, who, disregarding the 
mandate of the Spooner act In his de¬ 
termination to have the Panama route, 
forced a situation which he boastfully 
informed Congress meant the Panama 
route or ho canal at ail. The Demo¬ 
crats of the Senate were not willing to 
see the caaml Indefinitely delayed or 
lost to the country altogether through 
one man’s wrongdoing, even though 
that man happened to be the official 
head of the American people, and they 
therefore helped to ratify the treaty, 
while taking good care to make ex¬ 
plicit their opinion of the humiliating 
course of the man who had, with such 
blustering arrogance and such dead¬ 
ened sense of honor, forced so wretched 
an alternative upon the United States. 

The Senator concludes with some 
significant references to the maze of 
confusion and extravagance into wrhiich 
we have already been plunged by the 
man who would have the Panama 
route or nothing; to some of the recent 
history of the many-rided Bunau-Va- 
rllia, and to our broken national faith 
and national degradation which Va- 
rllla and Roosevelt, between them, 
have succeeded In effecting. 

The Board and the Bond Issue. 

The Board of Trade, with practical 
unanimity, discarded narrowly partisan 
considerations, from which springs 
most of the opposition to a bond issue 
for sewer and street construction, and 
earnestly Indorsed the movement for 
this important step in making Louis¬ 
ville an up-to-date city. 

That we are wofully behind in this 
respect is evident to every resident of 
Louisville who has been far enough 
from home to learn what good streets 
end adequate sewers are. That we can 
never make good our pretensions as a 
city until we remedy this vital short¬ 
coming is equally evident. The mem¬ 
bers of the Board o? Trade, as business 
men, recognize these facts and rise 
above the petty policy of opposing the 
needed Improvements because they 
would be in the hands of a Democratic 
administration. 

If there is any motive of opposition 
to the bond issue except this con¬ 
temptible partisan one It is one of con¬ 
temptible parsimony. This had no 
more force with the Board of Trade 
than the first. “Your committee.’’ says 
the report, which the board so strongly 
approved, “la willing to go on record 
In saying that we do not believe the 
sum proposed is excessive, but we go 
further and say that in our Judgment a 
much larger sum could be expended In 
giving the city the proper sewerage. 
We go still further in saying that if 
the city of Louisville is to grow- in 
manufacturing It is imperative that It 
Offer proper sewerage to the outlying 
districts, or to those parts of the city 
which are best adapted for the building 
Of manufacturing plants.** 

The Improvements cun never be made 
for less than the amount proposed in 
the bond Issue. As for the element of 
partisanship which it is sought to In¬ 
ject into tills question that. If heeded, 
would always defeat a proposition for 
luch improvements. They must be 
made under the supervision of an ad¬ 
ministration of some party affiliation. 


A Word To Kentucky Democrats. 

All is not happy with our friends, 
the enemy. In Kentucky. Upon the eve 
of a presidential election, when every 
ordinary' impulse and principle of po¬ 
litical organization Should lead to a | 
suspension of factional dispute and to | 
the c»nB®oli<lHtion of their strength, 
they present a spectacle of discord and 
factional contention as bitter as ever 
• existed between two hostile camps. It 
| >s the old story of the content between 
! the ins and the outs. The “Old Lin- 
I era” find themselves supplanted in 
every office of honor and profit, the 
new aggregation, controlled largely by 
Federal officeholders and former Demo¬ 
crats, Intent upon maintaining their 
hold upon the emoluments they now 
enjoy and securing the usufruct in 
case of a Republican success in Novem¬ 
ber. Instead of a vigorous and com¬ 
bined organization prosecuting a syste¬ 
matic canvass of the State utter 11st- 
lessness prevails and little else Is heard 
except the bickerings of Internal fac¬ 
tion. 

This condition of affairs 4» not only a 
discredit to a party which has been so 
loud in Us pretension* and in the asser¬ 
tions of its purpose to carry the State 
for the Republican ticket, bun it is a 
matter of positive disappointment and 
regret to the Democratic party of Ken¬ 
tucky. Activity on the part of the Re¬ 
publican organization would Infuse 
spirit in the canvass and tend to bring 
out a full Democratic vote, whereas a 
one-sided canvass, with Republican 
apathy and discord, may have the ef¬ 
fect of creating overconfidence among 
the Democrats and of causing a light 
vote to be polled. While the evidences 
of disaffection and factional antagon¬ 
ism among our opponents are too 
strong to admit of healing the widen¬ 
ing breaches and of corresponding ac¬ 
tivity in the field, the Democrats of| 
Kentucky should not be lulled into the 
Indifference bom of overconfidence, but 
should bend all their energies toward 
the polling of the full vote of the party 
In November. The contest Is not for 
to-day only, but the future, and every 
energ y of organization and for bring¬ 
ing out the full party strength should 
be used Just as if the results were 
in doubt. The opposite course is a 
common mistake, and is to be avoided 
as one of the great dangers which al¬ 
ways threaten a party having a large 
majority. The Central Committee is 
fully alive to its duty. The party was 
never more thoroughly organized or 
more united In harmony. Our speak¬ 
ers are in the field, and from now* until 
the day of the election the State will be 
thoroughly canvassed. Lei the voters 
see that they do their duty at the polls 
and that the Democratic majority of 
last year is so increased as to set at 
^rest all doubts as to the party's future 
supremacy. j 

There is everything ltd the out¬ 
look to inspire the Democracy of 
Kentucky with hope of success In the 
national contest. Not In many years 
has the party throughout the Union 
been so harmoniously united. The un¬ 
fortunate differences of the past have 
been settled. A thorough reunion of all 
the divisions which have recently con¬ 
tributed to our defeat has been happily 
consummated. We are all marching 
under one flag and with a common pur¬ 
pose—the redemption of the country 
from the dangerous misrule of the par¬ 
ty In power. IH the periods of 
our greatest success we have never en¬ 
tered upon the campaign with the vote 
of New York so well assured. The ir/- 
fluence of such assurance Is already 
manifested In several States whose 
electoral votes have heretofore accord¬ 
ed with hers. In many others the Re¬ 
publican party is. as here, torn with in¬ 
ternal dissension, w«hll4 in others the 
reunion of the Democracy promises to 
reverse former Republican majorities. 
The Democrats of Kentucky, by their 
union, enthusiasm and active inter¬ 
est in the canvass, can do much to en- 
I courage their brethren in States less 
secure toward their fullest endeavor to 
succeed. Let this be done by fully re¬ 
sponding to thielr duty and by second¬ 
ing, with all their energies, those of the 
Central Committee, and on the day of 
the triumph to whldh all look forward 
with such a lively* hope no one will 
have cause of reproach for having fail¬ 
ed to do his duty by his party and coun- 
try. ________ 

Both Afraid To Trade. 

“Both parti*® in the United States,** 
snys the Toronto Mail and Empire, 
“have declared for reciprocity wlth.Can- 
ada.’* Thus we go away from home to 
learn the news. 

The Democratic national platform of 
this year did, indeed, mention Canada, 
and said In so many words: “We favor 
liberal trade arrangements with Cana¬ 
da and with peoples of other countries 
where they can be entered into with 
benefit to American agriculture, manu¬ 
factures, mining and commerce.*’ The 
Republican platform does not mention 
Canada st all. It does say that reci¬ 
procity is favored whenever It can he 
effected consistently with the principle 
of protection and without injury to any 
American Industry. But it Is not even 
hinted that this can be done In the 
case of Canada. On the contrary, the 
Republican party has long claimed 
credit for having abrogated the reci¬ 
procity treaty with Canada that was in 
existence when it first got into power, 
and for having successfully resisted the 
attempts of Canadians to negotiate 
other treaties with us by which they 
might get a larger share of our mar¬ 
ket. 

However, we wish to call attention to 
what the Canadian paper recommends 
now that it h..« convinced itself that 
both parties In the United States are 
for reciprocity with Canada. Its posi¬ 


tion Is a sort of plagiarism of the old 
Republican slogan: “Find qut what 
Great Britain wants the United States 
to do and then <k> the reverse.*’ For 
the Mail and Empire Is & Tory paper, 
and that party in Canada corresponds 
with the Republican party in the 
United States. The Mail and Empire 
tells its readers that while the United 
States looks to Canada Great Britain 
la suggesting preferential trade. By 
Great Britain It means Chamberlain, 
for tie people of Great Britain have so 
far shown decided hostility to preferen¬ 
tial trade. The question is asked, there¬ 
fore, whether Canada should throw In 
Its lot commercially with the United 
| States or with Great Britain, and the 
answer Is that Great Britain would be 
better. The reason assigned Is that 
Canada cannot expect to stand up 
against the Industrial competition of 
the United States, but It can make an 
arrangement with Great Britain by 
which its industries will prosper while 
the British manufacturer will get a 
valuable preference. The Mail and 
Empire concludes as follows: 

“We seem to be now at the cross roads. 
One road points to Washington; another 
to London. Sir Wilfrid Laurler will tell 
us that he Is on the London road. He has 
done so before. When last he so Informed 
us. he went to London end foughi agaJnat 
the preferential principle, and then turn¬ 
ed to Washington and labored, through 
the High Commission, to bring about a 
reciprocity treaty. Mr. Charlton is au¬ 
thority for the -statement that a treaty 
of a most comprehenslvo character was 
actually drafted. Are we going to tol¬ 
erate this again? It is well to remember 
that this time Uncle Sam is in earnest. 
Both parties are ready to negotiate. Both 
are praying for the election of Sir Wil¬ 
frid Lauricr. Are we willing to be de¬ 
ceived again, and at a moment when the 
deception may be fatal?" 

It suits the purposes of the Tories in 
Canada, in view of the coming elec¬ 
tions, to create the Impression that the 
Republican party in the United States 
favors reciprocity. This editorial fol¬ 
lowed close upon the declaration of the 
Republicans of Massachusetts In which 
Canada was mentioned. The resolution 
of the Massachusetts Republicans was 
very carefully guarded, but they did 
suggest that there should be reciprocity 
even in competitive products. But 
that policy Is distinctly opposed by the 
\merican Protective Tariff League, 
which dominates the policy of the 
party as a whole. It has no Intention 
of making a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada, and never will adopt such a 
policy so long as the American people 
approve the stand-pat policy, which 
means no change at all In the tariff 
either by direct legislation or com¬ 
mercial treaty. 

We desire to call attention to the 
attitude of the Tory party in Canada. 
It opposes reciprocity because Canada 
cannot compete with American manu¬ 
facturers. But our Tory party, mis¬ 
named Republican, which was the old 
name of the Democratic party, opposes 
reciprocity on the ground that our 
manufacturers cannot compete with 
those of Canada if there Is any reduc¬ 
tion of the tariff whatever. So there 
we are. On this side we profess that 
we cannot stand any lowering of the 
tariff wall whatever. On the other 
side, where the tariff wall is only half 
as high as ours, they say that they 
cannot compete with us under exist¬ 
ing conditions, but that their tariff 
must be made as high as ours. Thus 
neither is able to compete with the 
othpr. The Tories of Canada believe in 
Chamberlain. The Republicans of the 
United States. In their latest platform, 
refer /with tacit approval to the Cham¬ 
berlain propaganda and propose that 
we should emulate it. 

If these two countries cannot abide 
any lowering of the tariff wall how* 
cap they prosper with free trade among 
themselves? We grow rich by the free 
exchange of $22,000,000,000 worth of 
goods among ourselves, but w*c cannot 
stand less than 50 per cent, tax on the 
$75,000,000 we Import fronj Canada 
without ruin. The bare statement of 
such a proposition carries its own refu¬ 
tation. 

The two Tory parties, that In the 
United States and that in Canada, 
are frald to trade with each other. Both 
would be ruined by the low prices that 
would result. What man of intelli¬ 
gence can believe this? They are the 
absurdities that grow out of false eco¬ 
nomic theories adopted for political 
effect. 


The Immigration Question. 

Notwithstanding the very strong sen¬ 
timent which once prevailed in this 
country against the admission of Chin¬ 
ese there seems to be a growing sen¬ 
timent in some quarters in favor of 
removing existing restrictions. The 
occasion w*hich first led to their coming, 
in any considerable number, was the 
discovery of gold in California, when 
they found their way to the Pacific 
coast and proved a valuable acquisition 
in many kinds of labor In which the 
American element in their eager search 
for gold were not disposed to engage. 
While some cf them washed in the 
mines* they gradually became the chief 
reliance in the cultivation of the soil, 
and when railroads w*ere projected they 
found steady employment in their con¬ 
struction. When in 1868 Anson Burlin¬ 
game, who had been United States 
Consul to China, returned to this coun¬ 
try as Minister Plenipotentiary of 
China to the Western powers, a treaty 
was negotiated and afterwards ratified 
by the Senate which recognized tile 
right of immigration of the Chinese 10 
this country, with the right also of 
naturalization and to attend our schools 
and colleges, placing them. In fact, up¬ 
on the same plane with immigrant? 
from other countries. Under these lib¬ 
eral terms Immigration increased until, 
as shown by the census of 1870, the 
number had grown approximately to 
100,000. mainly in California and ad¬ 
jacent States. With the decline of min¬ 
ing they were employed chiefly In 
farming, the raising of vegetables and 
fruits, and as house servants, while in 
San Francisco and the principal cities 
on the const they wen? aiso engaged 


in trade and as laborers. In the develop¬ 
ment of the new States they proved a 
very valuable olem/nt. being tractable 
and Industrious to such an extent that 
those familiar with conditions there 
during this period readily testify to the 
fact that without them it would have 
been difficult to bring the coast to such 
advanced state of development. 

• In time, as white Immigration in¬ 
creased and the labor question became 
acute, great prejudice was developed 
against them, and as a result of the 
agitation the policy In regard to them 
I was reversed, the treaty giving them 
the right of immigration abrogated, and 
* 4 he exclusion act of 189JI passed, where¬ 
by the right of naturalization w*as de- 
i riled and our ports closed to their fur¬ 
ther entry except as visitors under pre¬ 
scribed terms, Since then the number 
of Chinese in this country has decrease 
ed, until by the ceneus of 1900 there 
! was shown to be but few over 75,000. of 
j whom 45,000 werb In California, as 
against 75.000 in 1870; about 10,000 In 
Oregon, 7,COO in New York, and the. re¬ 
mainder distributed In small numbers 
throughout the other States, chiefly in 
the cities. 

In California there seems to be a de¬ 
cided revival of feeling in favor of their 
Introduction as a reliable class of labor 
In agriculture and Tot domestic service. 
This sentiment Is voiced In the Arena 
by Joaquin Miller, who reviews In an in¬ 
teresting way the part they performed 
in the early development of that State, 
and show’s the need which California 
now* has for the kind of labor for which 
they have such aptitude. He even Im¬ 
plies that the labor element there, 
formerly so opposed to them, would 
now* welcome them, while the farming 
class owning lands require them In the 
cultivation of their fields and need them 
a 8 renters of their surplus land. Es¬ 
pecially are they desired for domestic 
service, not only by the rich and well- 
to-do, but among the humbler class of 
housekeepers. It Is. however, as agri¬ 
cultural laborers that they are chiefly 
desired. 

In the South also the subject is re¬ 
ceiving no little attention. The Hous¬ 
ton Post and the Atlanta Constitution 
have both lately discussed the ques¬ 
tion as one which may become of In¬ 
terest in view of the growing need of 
a more reliable class of farm labor 
and the diversion of so large a 
proportion of negroes 1 o the cities of 
the North, as well as in the South. De¬ 
spite the large Influx of foreign Immi¬ 
grants a comparatively small number 
of them show a disposition to farm life, 
either North or South, the tendency 
being to seek the large cities, where 
they become congested and are a ques¬ 
tionable acquisition. Apart from this, 
the Chinese, while not equal to the 
Japanese as cultivators of the roll, are 
more expert and better adapted for 
such, especially in the South, than 
the class of Immigrants from Eu¬ 
rope, chiefly Italians and Slavs. It Is 
not, however, in the South or Cali¬ 
fornia only that the subject of Asiatic 
labor Is commanding -attention. There 
It is only in the tentative stage and a 
matter of abstract discussion. In Can¬ 
ada positive steps have be?n taken for 
the Introduction of Japanese immi¬ 
grants foT the newly opened Western 
groin districts. Tt may be that from 
this movement there may come prac¬ 
tical results and the ultimate acquisi¬ 
tion of a more desirable class for the 
South than either the European or Chi¬ 
nese. The subject seems well worthy 
•f consideration.

Maj. E. C. Lowtfs,* of Nashville, was In 
Louisville yesterday and mode an inspec¬ 
tion of the new* Louisville and Nashville 
shops in the Southern part of the city. 
Maj I^ewls Is president of the Louisville 
and Nashville Terminal Company, which 
operates the yards and the depots at 
Nashville. He wus greatly pleased with 
the inspection which he made of the new 
shops here.

A few momenta before she was 
taken 111 she remarked to a clerk who 
worked near her that no one ever 
treated her right. Little attention was 
paid to the statement at the time, but 
when it became known that she had 
swallowed some drug It was recalled, 
and It is thought this idea was the 
cause of the attempt. 

Miss Maples took rough-on-rats wh1U» 
employed in a Fourth avenue store last 
March. At the time she was supposed 
to be temporarily Insane.

He Is also 
introduced to the w*altz. and ls particu¬ 
larly struck with the embracing feature 
of 1L “That's good,” he says. “But la 
it proper?" “Yes," come* the answer. 
“Well," he responds, dubiously, “it 1* so 
very good, I thought surely it couldn't 
be proper.**' In thi* same act a young 
li©ute.n>ant asks Col. Budd for his daugh¬ 
ter’s hand. “You w*Ant to marry my 
daughter7“ demands th© Colonel, fiercely. 
“Why, you're not a volunteer, you're 
only a regular. You'll never be a hero 
and get elected to Congress. You'll never 
be anything but a fighting man." 

Th© second act pictures the hanging 
gardens of the palace. It is with this 
background that the Sultan stngB his 
headache anthem, * R-e-m-o-r-s-e," as a 
result of his acquaintance with MArtinls 
und Manhattan*. It is here, too, that his 
alimony troubles appear. He mentions 
Galula, th© “charter member” of hls 
household. “She's been a guo<l wife, all 
right.” he says. *T sometime* think she's 
too good to be true.” At last comes 5 
o’clock, when he mu*t pay the cash. 
“Five o'clock!” wurns the Judge Advo¬ 
cate. “What have you to say?” The po¬ 
tentate responds, nonchalantly. “K. P." 
“What’s tnat?*' inquires the Judge. 
“Kant Pay." And so It goes. 

Of course, no one should consider tho 
piece too seriously: again. 6f course, 
summed up. it is ail a mixture of wit and 
arrant nonsense and tunes and girls, but 
at the same time “musical satire” Is not 
a more figure of speech. Considered as a 
musical comedy, or even comic opera, 
built for the purpose of provoking merri¬ 
ment. It ls a* clever a bU of waiting ns 
has come from un American author.

Thomas Wlniffen, as the Sultan, is ef¬ 
fective In th© part, but he would be bet¬ 
ter if hi* labors w*ere not so Obvious and 
if h« showed leas disposition to smile at 
his own pranks. Miss Nellie V. Nichols 
Is a handsome, black-haired girl with a 
mezzo-soprano voice fully equal to th© 
light demand*: Miss Maude K. Williams 
la a soprano of a more striking appear¬ 
ance than voice. Mr. Lawrence's tenor 
sounds well In the melodies of hls ml*, 
and George O'Donnell gives a well-drawn 
picture of the poiltlclan-soldier.

A Plain Narrative of Facts 
lly Senator John T. Mor¬ 
gan, of Alabama.

VI. 

The Treaty and—the Dteluge. 

That a lawbreaker. In the presidency, 
*hould be sustained in these bold and 
defiant purposes by a powerful and 
dominant party, in possession of every 
branch of the Government, was quite 
enough to deter those most Interested 
In an Isthmian canal, and those who 
preferred peace to war, from resisting 
the President's determination to locate 
it at Panama. They believed that if 
he failed to so locate it no canal 
would be built. He said all that could 
be said to confirm that belief, and that 
was the manifest purpose of his mes¬ 
sage. 

Acting upon these convictions, and 
protesting their objections to this un¬ 
lawful proceeding, they yielded to It 
rather than take the risk, which the 
President threatened, of the utter lose 
of any isthmian canal or the respons 
Iblfity of a state of actual war with 
Colombia, threatened in his message. 

The absolute dependence of the Presi¬ 
dent and his following upon the Demo¬ 
crats In the Senate for his escape from 
the dangers of his violation of the 
Spoon* r law, and for making lawful 
his unlawful Interference to sustain the 
secession of Panama, is shown from the 
following extract in the Congressional 
Record. 

On January 12 Mr. Foraker spoke as 
follows: 

Mr. Foraker—Is it true, as President Mor- 
roquln has stated that the dependence of 
the Colombian* Is upon the Democratlo 
party in the United States, or nattier the 
l>emoeratk' party as represented In the 
Senate of the lifted States? 

Mr Morgan—May I ask the Senator a 
question? 

Mr. Foraker—Certainly. 

Mr. Morgan—Arc not the Senator and 
the Republican party and the President 
dependent on the Democratic vote for a 
ratification of the Hay-Varilla treaty, the 
one that is pending in the Senate? 

Mr. Foraker—Ye«, certainly. 

Mr Morgan—You are dependent on us? 
Mr. Foraker—We certainly hope that 
there are Democrats who will vote for 
that treaty, end we certainly hope there 
are Democrats who will rise above party 
requirements. If it has been sought to 
nuake Jt a party question, and vote with 
their country and with Its Interests. 

Mr. Morgan—'Then why does the Sena¬ 
tor from Ohio undertake to make this 
a party question and to devolve the re¬ 
sponsibility of the President's action on 
the Democratic party? 

Mr. Foraker—We do not undertake to 
make It a party question. 

Yet the Chicago convention and the 
President, In his letter of acceptance, 
boastfully claim that he and his party 
have provided for, secured and will ac¬ 
complish the construction of the only 
canal that is possible on the Amertcan 
isthmus, and that only the Republican 
party Is fit to be trusted with that 
work. 

Money Is being rushed out of the 
Treasury in vast sums of wasteful ex¬ 
penditure to reform the i health condi¬ 
tions in Panama, so that actual work 
on the canal may be made possible, and 
new surveys are being made of the 
canal line to replace those of the Pana¬ 
ma Canal Company that are found- to 
be utterly worthless, for which we have 
paid that company more than $2,000,000. 
And, after putting three engineers of 
alleged great ability on the commis¬ 
sion at salaries of $12,000 per annum, 
increased by $15 per day for each day 
spent at Panama, the President has 
appointed a Chief Engineer at a salary 
of $25,000 per annum, really to do the 
work of the engineer commissioners. He 
Is trying to solve the problem, whether 
a canal at Panama is possible. A corps 
of surgeons, taken from the Army and 
Navy, consisting of twenty members, 
with salaries aggregating $50,000 per 
annum, has been created. They are 
studying chiefly the contrivance of nets 
for destroying or escaping from mos¬ 
quitoes and for exterminating them by 
the drainage of vast swamps that cov¬ 
er more than half the canal region. 
•These and other enormous expenditures 
are being made, while the practicability 
of the dam at Bohio, which is the key 
to the entire scheme, is l£ft without 
any apparent effort to ascertain the 
facts. 

It- Is certain that if a Democratic 
President is chosen this reckless ex¬ 
travagance, which in the beginning al¬ 
ready outstrips the monstrous expendi¬ 
tures of the old Panama canal com¬ 
pany. will be cut down to a level with 
the tax paying power of the people of 
the United States. 

As to the yet unexplored difficulties 
that nature has Interposed to aggra¬ 
vate this heavy task there will be 
struggles In the future that we are 
compelled to encounter, and Democrats 
will again be appealed to for help. They 
will give it, no matter what the neces¬ 
sary cost may be. But a« to boasting, 
Is it not wiser and more "decent’* that 
we regard with care the injunction, 
"Let him that putteth off his armor 
boast himself, rather than him that 
putteth it on?” 

On February 23 Mr. Berry spoke as 
follows: 

If I believed, Mr. President. thAt the 
defeat of the treaty would compel the 
President to construct the canal at Nica¬ 
ragua as was his plain duty to do lost 
fall when Vt became certain that a treaty 
could not be made with Colombia, I 
would vote against it. But we all know 
that he will not build it at Nicaragua. He 
has said so In a public message delivered 
to both houses. We all know that afma- 
Jorlty of the Senate, and a majority of 
the Senate probably for some time to 
come would never consent to build the 
canni at Nicaragua, where I believe It 
ought to be built, where the law wild the 
President should bdlld l*t If he failed In a 
treaty with Colombia. But the defeat of 
this treaty would not bring that about. 

If I believed that a vote for this treaty 
could be rightfully construed as an in¬ 
dorsement of the action of the President 
of the United States, then I would voto 
against K. 

Mr. Money voted for the treaty under 
legislative instructions. On February i 
20 Mr. Money spoke as follows: 

Now Mr. President, every sovereign Is 
a moral being. They cannot escape, any 
of thorn, the obligatlcfhs of morality. In- 
terantlonal law has no sanction, because 
there Is ru> hand to punish, but It has the 
good opinion of mankind to retain or for¬ 
feit. and it is the right rule of action 
its exemplified by the practice of nations. 
There is not a man who can successfully 
defend the Administration In this viola¬ 
tion of international law'. 

Nations take the responsibility of vio¬ 
lating all laws, holding themselves re¬ 
sponsible to the aggrieved party In dam¬ 
ages or any other way until we get to' 
the last argument of kings So we have 
taken the responsibility—that is. our ex¬ 
ecutive has taken the responsibility—of, 
violating Internationa: law generally by 
armed intervention: but. further than; 
that. In breaking faith when we guaran¬ 
teed sovereignty, and not only doing that, J 
but going further and saying to our ally 
that “you «.hall n#t recover or maintain i 
your sovereignty over your revolted sub. 
Jects; the secessionists of F-inama will 
lie protected by the navy of the United 
States .ind we forbid you to land troops 
In the disputed territory to re-establish 
your authority.” That Is not the language 
of an ally. 

And not only that, but Instructions were 
given to the American navy on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific sides to permit no 
Colombian troops to land within the ter¬ 
ritory of the seceded State or depart¬ 
ment, as they called It. This is known to 
all the world 

Tt Is certainly no pleasure to me as a 
S enator of the United States to stand , 
here and refer to these acts, which I 
thin-k deserve th* censure of all right- 
thinking men and that will assuredly re. 
ce.v* the censure of history. 

On February 29, Mr. Overman spoke | 
Be follows: 

I have preferred to vote with my col¬ 
league who at the very outset announced 
his ptirptec to vote for the treaty, and I 
nave h >ptd having always been u strong 
advocate of a canal, and knowing that a ! 
very larg«* number if not a majority of 
P*°Pw ftbd probably the whole of the 
cnnniry <U*’«tre the treaty rsitifl-d. that 1 I 
cjutd got the consent of my conscience to ' 
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support It. I have heard the debate, have 
for myself investigated every phase of me 
controversy, have familiarised myself 
with all the facts and circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the revolution In Panama, and 
Its recognition by this Government as an 
independent republic, with a view*, if pos¬ 
sible, to vote for the treaty, and at the 
same time not to violate my duty as a 
Senator, representing not only the great 
State of North OaroTina, but representing 
my country as well. 

But. Mr. President, there has been all 
the time standing before me an insur-i 
mountable barrier which has prevented 
mv coming to this conclusion.. 

Her© Is a solemn treaty—the treaty of 
1846—entered Into between tills country 
and Now Granada—now Colombia—a sol¬ 
emn covenant, sealed, signed and deliv¬ 
ered. ratified, interchanged, and filed in 
the archives of each Government for Its 
future conduct, the one to the other, for 
all time unless modified or repealed. It is 
called a treaty of "peace, amity, naviga¬ 
tion and commerce." For the purpose of 
my statement 1 will read only a summary 
of the thirty-fifth article, which is as fol¬ 
lows : 

"The Government of New Granada 
guaranteed to the Government of the 
United States that tho right of way or 
transit across the Isthmus of Panama, 
upon any mode of communication then 
existing .*r hereafter constructed, should 
be open and free to the citizen* and Gov¬ 
ernment of the United 8tate*. and for the 
transportation of any articles of produce, 
manufactures, or merchandise or lawful 
commerce belonging to the citizens of the 
United State*. • • • • And the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States in order to se¬ 
cure to themselves the trunquil and con¬ 
stant enjoy merit of the advantages men¬ 
tioned. and as an especial compensation 
for said advantages and other favors ac¬ 
quired by the treaty, guaranteed, posi¬ 
tively and efficaciously, by that .«tipui«- 
tion. the perfect neutrality of the Isth¬ 
mus of Panama with the \i©w that free 
transit from one to the other sea should 
not be Interrupted or embarrassed In any 
future time while the treaty nhould ex¬ 
ist; and. in consequence, the United 
States also guaranteed in the same man¬ 
ner— to-wlt. positively and efficaciously— 
the right of sovereignty ami property 
which New Graruubi then had and pos¬ 
sessed over the said territory’, to-wlt.. the 
entire Isthmus of Panama." 

Therefore, Mr. President, we^vot only 
guaranteed the perfect neutrality of the 
Isthmus of Panama, but the United States 
in the most positive terms guaranteed the 
rights of sovereignty and property which 
Colombia had and possessed in sAid ter¬ 
ritory. the entire Isthmus of Panama. 

Mr. McLaurln voted against the 
treaty, but was virtually Instructed to 
vote for It by the Legislature of Miss¬ 
issippi. 

On January 29 Mr. McLaurln spoke as 
follows: 

"It Is said here In advocacy of the po¬ 
sition that has been taken by the Admin¬ 
istration that Colombia has been a de¬ 
spotic Government over the people of 
Panama. Mr. President, it does not lie 
in our mouth to say anything of that 
kind. We are tho last people who ought 
to assert anything of the despotism of the 
Colombian Government over Panama In 
judging of this treaty. That seems to be 
the argument—this Is the argument, I be¬ 
lieve—of the Assistant Secretary of State. 
We are shut off from that because last 
year we offered a treaty to the Colom¬ 
bian Government whereby we undertook 
to maintain their authority and their sov¬ 
ereignty over Panama. This Adminis¬ 
tration undertook to guarantee, less than 
a year ago. so far as Its property was 
concerned and so far as this territory 
about which we are treating was con¬ 
cerned. the sovereignty of Colombia and 
make stronger its hold—its perpetual hold 
—upon that territory. Thnt was the Hay- 
Herran treaty. So. as I have said, it does 
not lie in our mouth to say anything 
against Colombia for any oppression of 
Panama. 

"I am not arguing, and I am not going 
to argue that Panama has not grounds 
for complaint. I do not know. It is not 
pertinent or germane to this discussion. 
If the people of Panama have cause for 
complaint, it does not lie in the mouth 
of this Administration to say anything 
to justify Itself because of any tyranny 
on the part of tho Colombian Govern¬ 
ment over Panama 

"It scents that the Administration was 
willing less than a year ago to fasten 
the hold of Colombia bn those people 
If we could only get Colombia to treat 
with us for control over the Panama 
canal and the Panama canni property." 

Mr. Simmons voted for the treaty, 
and on January 27 spoke as follows: 

"I admit that under the guarantee of , 
neutrality contained In the treaty of.lMit 

t wag not only the right but the duty 
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of this Government to prevent interfer¬ 
ence or hostile military operation by any 
foreign nation everywhere upon the iath- 
mus. But we did not have the right, Mr. 
President, in my judgment, under any ra¬ 
tional construction of that treaty, to pre¬ 
vent Colombia from landing and occupy¬ 
ing the Isthmus and its waters with Its 
naval and military forces for the pur¬ 
pose of suppressing domestic disorder or 
subduing her refractory aaid rebellious 
subjects. • • • • we did not have the 
right to say to her. "You shall not con¬ 
duct hostile operations at ail along the 
transit," for It is unreasonable to sup¬ 
pose that Colombia Intended by that 
treaty, in any contingency whatever, to 
part with her right to maintain her sover¬ 
eignty anywhere on the Isthmus. 

"Therefore I cannot escape the conclu¬ 
sion that when the President directed 
the commanders of our naval forces to 
prevent the landing of troops, including 
Colombian troops, with hostile intentions, 
from any part of the isthmus, or within 
fifty miles of the transit, he exceeded our 
rights under the treaty. • • • 

"if Colombia was Intimidated and de¬ 
terred by these orders of the President 
or the known attitude of this Govern¬ 
ment in the premise*, from attempting 
to la ml her forces and from taking such i 
measures as she had a right to take, the j 
effect was the same as If she had been ; 
forcibly prevented by us from assorting I 
her rights In this behalf. Such order* j 
and the resulting attitude of our 01 in 
manders there, whether so Intended or 1 
not, were an unauthorized interference un 
our part with her sovereignty. If not an 
act of war." • • • 

The people of the State which 1 In part 
represent'feel deeply concerned, not only 
in having the canal, but in securing it as 
speedily as possible. They arc impatient 
of delays; they want to see negotiations 
ended and work begun. They preferred 
the Nicaragua route, but they do not 
think the defeat of this treaty make* the 
canni at Nicaragua, either in the near 
or remote future, .it all certain 

On February 5, Mr. Mallory spoke as 
follows; 

While, as I have Indicated, It is ray 1 
opinion that there was reason to believe ! 
that Panama could successfully resist the i 
a defaults that Colombia might have made J 
on her. it Is a fact that as to this there | 
was a wide difference of opinion, as she 
certainly, at the time of her recognition j 
by our Government, had not shown or at-, 
tempted to show* what she could do in J 
that regard. 

It whs purely a matter of conjecture, 
and will ever remain a* remote from an 
accomplished fact. Neither was the other 
requirement of law for Panama’s recog¬ 
nition an existing fact. She was not « 
republic either in form or substance, and 
her Government wa* a committee, com¬ 
posed of a very limited number of men 
who had grasped the sovereignty of the 
State provisionally with the avowed pur¬ 
pose of ultimately, at some other time, 
organizing such a government as Is rec¬ 
ognized by civilization. In recognising 
the so-called republic of Panama, under 
these circumstances, the President un¬ 
doubtedly furnished Colombia with a Just 
cause for a declaration of war against us. 

This. Mr. President, was a step which I 
am quite sure cannot be Justified under 
the provision of our Constitution which 
ve«<* in the Executive the right and 
power to recognize a sovereign State The 
true Interpretation of that clause of our 
Constitution would. I think. Impose on 
the Executive the duty of ascertaining 
beyond any question whether this act of 
recognition could be justly construed as 
an act of hostility by any nation that bad 
reason to o>Hje<n to such recognition, and 
that If he found that his action could be 
so const rued then it would he his duty 
to defer recognition, at least, until he 
could have an opportunity of consulting 
that branch of our Government to which 
the Constitution confides the grave re¬ 
sponsibility of declaring war. ••*••• 

To my mind, however. Mr President, 
the feature connected with this Incident 
of the revolution that Is most objection¬ 
able and indefensible is found In the fact 
that.\try to defend it as wv may. the Co¬ 
lombian Government In a time of peace, 
when her relations with us. though per¬ 
haps not cordial, were certainly not hos¬ 
tile, was prevented by our Government 
from attempting to assert her undeniable 
right to surpress disorder within her own 
territory, und that it is a fact that the 
peaceful organization of the Panama 
Government was probably due to our in¬ 
terposition. 

When, in addition to this consideration. 
It t* borne In mind that we were mo.Mt 
solicitous to secure the right of way for 
a ship canal across the Isthmus of P.tn- 
and that by our precipitate recog¬ 
nition of the independence of Panama, we 
mad* a long stride toward the realization 
of that desire, it would seem to a disin¬ 
terested and impartial judgment that thu 
United States bar abandoned her lime-! 
honored tradition* and had recklessly! 
subordinated the preservation of her hign I 
repute among the nations of the earth to | 
the sordid purpose of material profit. 

But, Mr. President,"VhK* ft may be ad-! 
mltted that in the matter of recognition ! 
of tho Republic of Panama something. 
Epay he said, if n-ot in Justification, at 
least in palliation of that unprecedented * 
step, and that some of the orniei.-ms pro¬ 
voked by It have b-en extremely harsh 1 
and bitter, the remaining point to tvnlch J 
those w ho liuve criticised the Executive's I 
action have earnestly called attention, is • 
to my mind much more serious and muen 
more difficult to defend. 

In a former part of my remarks I called I 
attention to dispatches sent by our Act- | 
ing Secretory or the Navy on November I 
2, VAfi, to the United States cruiser at 1 
Colon, the Boston, at Sun Juan del S*.ir 1 
the Marblehead, at Acapulco., and the' 
Dixie, at Kingston. Jamaica, it will be j 
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to our naval commanders were In fla¬ 
grant violation of the sovereign right* 
of Colombia and cannot be successfully 
defended or Justified, unless It can 
be shown beyond question that Colombia 
had yielded up to the United States the 
right possessed by every sovereign to 
suppress d^order and unlawful violence 
within her own territory. Clearly. If we 
had no treaty right with Colombia em¬ 
powering us to interpose between her and 
her prospective law-oreaKers. those order* 
commanded our officer* to- commit an act 
of war against Colombia. 

It will also be observed that subsequent¬ 
ly, after the uprising had occurred in 
Panama, our naval officer in command 
of the Nashville landed marines for the 
purpose of preventing Colombian troop*, 
who were on their way to Panama, from 
being transported to thnt city. The officer 
In command of the Colombian troops wa* 
informed by the commander of the Nash¬ 
ville that he would not be allowed to pro¬ 
ceed to Panama, and a conflict ajid prob- 
ablj' bloodshed were averted only because 
the Colombian commander desisted from 
any forcible effort to carry out his pur¬ 
pose. 

This conduct on our part Is. of course, 
also unjustifiable under the laws of na¬ 
tions, and cannot be supported unlee* it 
can be showrn that Columbia by treaty 
or concession gave the United States the 
right to take this action. 

I have listened. Mr President, to some 
of thv arguments In justification of the 
Executive In the matter to which I am 
now referring, and I have read with due 
care and attention the arguments fur¬ 
nished us by the President himself in his 
annual message, and In that of January 
4. hut I have failed to hear or discover 
anything in those arguments approx¬ 
imating to a justification of that action. 

The President comduded this mes¬ 
sage wltti the act of signing and send¬ 
ing in the Hay-VarlUa treaty, omit¬ 
ting to notie* the fact that on the 
part of the authorities of Panama It 
was the act of a few private persons 
who had grouped themselves Into a 
provisional government under the 
recognition of President Rc.osevelt, and 
had appointed Bunau Va.rll a. a clt.zen 
of France, as Envoy Extraordinary' and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
3tales within ten days after the birth 
of the republic cf Panama. Two other 
Panamans were appointed as commis¬ 
sioners to join Varilla In concluding a 
treaty with the United States, but he 
prevented tihtui from taking any part 
In the transaction. 

All the proceedings after the signing 
of the treaty and all the attendant cir¬ 
cumstances were carefully excluded 
from mention in the mess ige. 

The newspapers here and In France 
were detailing the former dealings of 
Bunau Vanilla with the Panama Canal 
Company, and nls complicity in 
schemes of spoliation that attracted 
the scrutiny and received the censure 
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observed that the dispatch directed to the 
commanding officer of the Nashville and i 
tho others were >f similar import, ordered 
him to "prevent the landing of any arm-d 
f.-rce with hostile intent, either Govern¬ 
ment or Insurgent, either at Colon. Porto 
Beilo, or other point," adding that a Gov¬ 
ernment force was reported approaching 

ho Isthmus in vessels, and that their 
landing should be prevented If In the 
Judgment of that officer sueli landing 
would precipitate a conflict. 

This dispatch was *ent and reached its 
destination before a single hostile arm 
was raised against the sovereignty of Co¬ 
lumbia on the Isthmus of Panama We 
were at peace with Columbia, with her, 
diplomatic representative at our capital I 
and our Minister residing at Bogota. We ! 
had only a short time emphasized our rec¬ 
ognition of the sovereignV of Columbia 
over tho Department or Panama by un- 
dertakltig to eiln tho consent of Colum¬ 
bia to tho construction by us© of a canal 
«rro«* ihr Isthmus 

Under the laws of nations these orders

Our news¬ 
papers were reciting the adroit ha^te 
of the minister in causing the treaty 
to be signed suddenly, and before his 
associates in the negotiations, who 
were then within a few m'les of Wash¬ 
ington and were hurr>4 .g to the capital 
to participate in the n>i‘t could reach 
the city, and how they had been fore 
stalled by Varilla, and never saw the 
treaty until after it was signed. They 
also quoted statements of the bourse. 
In Paris, schowing an immense rise in 
the value of the stock* in the New 
Panama Canal Company, in conse¬ 
quence of the signing of the treaty, 
whereby VarlHa nnd his brother are al¬ 
leged to have male millions cf dollars. 
These and other incidents of that 
transaction mhtfu well have aroused 
the attention of the President, but they 
were passed by without cririmeirt. 

After that. Bunau Varillu was promi¬ 
nent and conspicuously active in en¬ 
deavoring to have'the treaty ratified by 
the Senate, without amendment, and in 
efforts to defeat amendments that 
would relegate it buck to Panama for 
further consideration, where its terms 
might excite opposition In the Consti¬ 
tutional Convention, that would endan¬ 
ger its ratification by Panama, as 
amended by the Senate. 

The Committee reported several im¬ 
portant amendments to the Senate, and 
they were right and necessary, but that 
body refused to take the risk of any 
possible delay, and passed the treaty 
rejecting all amendments. 

We are now in bitter controversy with 
Panama over the questions that were 
provided for in those amendments. And 
the President refused and delayed the 
pa>ment of the $10,006,000 to Panama 
which the treaty provided should be 
paid "on the exchanw of ratification®/* 
for thirty days after lte lmd proclaimed 
the treaty as the supreme law of the 
United States, to serve the purpose of 
the Panama Canal Company. 

The calling in of Varilla to do the 
diplomatic work of this strange and 
discreditable combination with the New 
Panama Canal Company. In the de¬ 
struction of the territorial integrity of 
the Republic of Colombia and his as¬ 
sociation with Cromwell, as confidential 
adviser is, doubtless, sufficient reason 
for the close embargo upon all further 
information on the subject, by the Ad¬ 
ministration. Since the treaty was sent 
to the Senate, every inquiry Into the 
acts of the Government concerning any 
effort to execute It, has been cut off 
by the Senate, and the country Is in 
utter Ignorance of these matters. 

The era of "addition, division and si¬ 
lence" about these great public inter¬ 
ests will end after a while. W'e will 
then know the terms of the agreement 
made with the new Panama canal com¬ 
pany. We will then know what money 
has been paid, and who got It and what 
remains to be paid, and we will then 
know why a commission was paid and 
how much to a great banker for as¬ 
sisting the Secretary of the Treasury to 
pay $40,000,000 to the new Panama ca¬ 
nal company, which could as well have 
been done. If honestly don*?, by the de¬ 
livery of a Treasury warrant for that 
amount to the proper agent of that 
company. 

This will never be known if Mr. 
Roosevelt is elected to the presidency. 
Then fill his doings In this connection 
will be claimed a* having been ratified 
by the vote of the people. 

In reference to ajiother vital matter 
the message of tlfe President, his letter 
of acceptance and the speeches of his 
supportr» In the Senate are cautiously 
silent. It Is this pledge made In the 
treaty of 1846 with New Granada in 
these words: "And In consequence the 
United States also guarantee. In the 
same manner, the rights of sovereignty 
and property which New Granada has 
and possesses over said territory"—the 
isthmus of Panama. 

This was an extraordinary guarantee 
to be given to any foreign power under 
any circumstances, but it was given for 
plain reasons and for necessary pur¬ 
poses. 

Granada, in this treaty, admitted our 
citizens to Panama on an equal foot¬ 
ing with her own citizens and guaran¬ 
teed them the equal protection of her 
laws. Yet, it war then a sad feature of 
our history that filibustering expedi- 
tlons against Spanish-Amcrlcan States 
had become so frequent, that Congress 
was compelled to enact a Special Code 
of neutrality laws to prevent our peo¬ 
ple from engaging In this new species 
of buccaneering. 

With our citizens admitted, without 
restraint. Into the Isthmus of Panama, 
and without our pledge for their lawful 
and peaceful behavior, it was almost 
certain that expeditions would be form¬ 
ed that would result In depriving that 
Republic of what «he considered her 
most valuable possession—the Isthmus 
of Panama—which had then recently 
passed through all the. stages of seces¬ 
sion and. after two years' struggle, had 
been reincorporated into the Republic 
of New Granada. 

The processes by which these polit¬ 
ical changes were suddenly effected 
were the game that the President has 
sanctioned in his recent dealings with 
Panama. A junta is formed in pursu¬ 
ance of pronunclamento; them an upris¬ 
ing occurs; then a de facto Government 
is proclaimed under the protection of 
armed revolutionists; then some for¬ 
eign Govern meat recognizes the exist¬ 
ence of this makeshift Government; 
then, If the temptation for aggressive 
work is strong enough, this new Gov¬ 
ernment. which Bunou Varilla styles 
"the explosion of an idea." merges Into 
a government de Jure, and is so recog¬ 
nized by Fome foreign sovereign. (In 
our case by the President without the 
consent or advice of Congress.) The 
new State is then regarded as being en¬ 
dowed with full powers and rights of 
sovereignty by the mere recognition of 
the President; its independence is rec¬ 
ognized, and it becomes fully equipped 
(still by the recognition of the rPesl- 
dent) with the right to sell the land 
thus stolen. 

The President, ibeJng on the warpath 
for the acqudsUibn of the isthmus of 
Panama, found it convenient to pursue 
this programme of conquest, sanc¬ 
tioned by the great "world Powers" in 
their marauds against weaker Powers, 
and we have the result in the breach of 
national faith pledged to New Granada 
In the treaty of 1846. above quoted. 

It was to provide against the state of 
case that has thus been brought about 
through the adroit policy of the Presi¬ 
dent. aided by Cromwell, Varilla and 
the Americans who officered and con¬ 
trolled the Panama railroad, that this 
unprecedented nnd solemn pledge was 
made by the United States to New 
Granada. It was intended to reach be¬ 
yond the political changes that filibust¬ 
ers. in complicity with robber Govern¬ 
ments, might accomplish in Panama, 
through the methods 1 have pointed out. 
and to secure New Granda in the own¬ 
ership of the property she "has and 
possesses" over said territory in any 
and every event. 

New Granada feared, not without 
Just cause, that the State of Panama 
would again secede from the Republic, 
and that the rights accorded to our 
• citizens would be contributory to the 
result. She also feared the tempta¬ 
tion that the isthmus presented to our 
Government, as a route of transit to 
the Pacific for her commerce and 
armed forces, and sought to provide 
agrUnst by securing a pledge of our 
national honor, which all the world re¬ 
garded as being sacred. So that, if 
her sovereign, political control of the 
isthmus should be lost to her by our 
connivance, we should still be bound 
by treaty, which is regarded as the 
oath of a nation, that we would not as¬ 
sume control of her "property"ln the 
Isthmus, but would always guarantee 
the ownership arid possession, a* she 
then held it, to New Granada—now Co¬ 
lombia. 

The expected secession of Panama 
has happened. The President who, two 
years ago. was engaged with Marroquin 
to prevent this result and used the 
armed forces of the United States for 
that purpose, for the sole object of ac¬ 
quiring the cession of a canal zone 
through Panama, has connived at and 
given abidance to the secession of 
Panama, and has bought the canal zone 
he coveted from thle infant State; and 
now he boastfully declares that it is 
right and In accordance with some oc¬ 
cult purpose of our treaty with New 
Granada. 

Such disrespect to the honor of the 
nation is not in accordance with the 
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DEATHS.

THAT BIG THREE-CORNERED RACE. 


Washington, Oct. 13.—The President 
is preparing to redeem his promise to 
the delegates to the Interp-irUamentary 
Peace Conference to secure another 
meeting of plenipotentiaries of the 
Powei-s signatory to The Hague con¬ 
vention. with a view to revising and 
adding to that instrument. Complex 
machinery of this kind is difficult to set 
in motion. And If the ordinary course Is 
follow ed In these negotiation© It will 
be at least a year and probably a long¬ 
er period before the meeting can be 
held. 

It will be necessary for the State De¬ 
partment to address separate notes to 
every Government represented at the 
last conference Inviting suggestions as 
' to the time and place of meeting, and 
without doutn. in the spirit of caution 
that is always exhibited by diplomats, 
many of these Governments will before 
giving their assent to the proposed 
conference seek to secure an ironclad 
agreement as to the scope of the con¬ 
ference. Many limitations are expected 
to t* proposed in this way. and it is 
realized that much difficulty Will be 
experienced 4n securing harmony.

”1 made a mistake In issuing the par¬ 
don, and 1 realize It now more than 
any other person. I am sorry that 1 
did. but I do not feel that the act Justi¬ 
fied the storm of abuse which was 
heaped on me from all sides,” 

This is wtmt Mr Thorne told his 
friends In Louisville yesterday when the 
question of the Buchter pardon was 
mentioned. He seemed to feel deeply 
tlie action of the people in all parts 
of the State in condemning him.

Frankfort. Ky.. Oct. IS.—{Special.]— 
In affirming Judgment of the Hardin 
Circuit Court in a case of R. H. Wil¬ 
son against the CotmnonweaKb, the 
AppellateCourt to-day upheld the valid¬ 
ity of the act creating the Kentucky 
State Dental Association and requiring 
the registration, of dentists operating in 
tho State. It further held that a den- 
tlit violating the law could not be in¬ 
dicted for each Individual whom he has 
treated in a specified time. 

Appellant Wilson was indicted on 
three counts by the Hardin county 
grand Jury for practicing dentistry 
without having first secured a certifi¬ 
cate under the .State law. On each he 
was convicted and fined. He appealed 
to the court here for a reversal. The 
opinion of to-day upholds the Judgment 
Imposing the first fine, but hold* that 
the first prosecution was a bar to the 
other two. and direct* the court belmv 
to dismiss them. The opinion of the 
court here was delivered by Judge Bar¬ 
ker.

Offense Resting With Both Sides, 
Judge McCann Inflicts No 
Punishment. 


"If a boy tease* a dog he must take 
the consequences, but women must not 
chew gum on the witness stand," said 
Judge John McCann in the Ordinance 
Court yesterday afternoon as he dis¬ 
missed Fred Hepp. who had been ar¬ 
rested on the charge t>f harboring a 
vicious dog. 

The warrant for Hepp** arrest was 
sworn out bv Mrs. Jane Dealing, of 
524 Clay street, whose son, Walter 
Hearing, was bitten on the finger by 
the dug. When the case was called 
Mr*. Hearing with her son and Mr. 
awl Mrs. Hepp appeared. Both of the 
women were chewing gurn. Mrs. Hear¬ 
ing lives at 521 Clay street and Mr. 
Hepp lives at 622 Campbell street. 

Mrs. Hearing was the first witness. 
She had *0 much gum in her mouth 
that it was difficult to understand what 
she said, but of ter she mumbled that 
she did not see the dog bite her son 
she was dismissed from the etand and 
the boy was called. 

Walter Hearing is thirteen years old 
and when he appeared before Judge 
McCann one of his fingers was tied 
up with a dirty cotton rag. Attorney 
Charles A. Wilson, the prosecutor, 
asked the boy to tell how the dog bit 
him. and the lad said: 

"l was climbing over a fence and lie 
jumped up and bit me. I had to go to 
a doctor. I don't know just where it 
happened, except that I was visiting 
papa’s cousin. ! can’t remember what 
the dog looked Tike." 

An attempt was then made to show 
the wound to Judge McCann, but he 
could not see it, and Mrs. Hepp was 
called. She did not have quite as 
much gum as Mrs. Dealing and she 
talked faster. She said that Walter 
Deariug teased the dog through the 
cracks of the fence and that she made 
several efforts to get him to stop. She 
alleged that the dog was in her yard 
and that the dog bit the boy through 
the craCk of the fence. 

"How big is the dog?" asked the 
Judge. 

"Oh. he is Just about this big," said 
Mrs. Hepp. holding her hands about a 
foot apart. "I don't know what kind 
he Is. He’s just a common little dog." 

The Judge dismissed the defendant. 
He took no action in regard to the 
gum chewing further than a reprimand, 
he said, because the offense was com¬ 
mitted by both sides. He sold he sup¬ 
posed it was a chewing-gum neighbor¬ 
hood. 

ACTIYE WINTER' 


Judgment of the Kenton Circuit 
Court was upheld by the Court In two 
cases of the city of Covington ngalnst 
the county of Kenton. The first of 
the cases was for the settlement of the 
question of whether the city should 
furnish the coAnty officers with offices 
In the city, and the Second was an 
ordinary action to require tho county 
to levy a tax to collect 912.000 to pay 
the ohy for offices for county officials. 
Circuit and County Court rooms and 
Jail. The county seat Is at Independence, 
ten mile* from the city of Covington, 
and in ISoS, by special legislative act, 
the record* and courts were removed 
to Covington with the understanding 
that the city would furnish quarters 
and offices. The court here upholds 
that special act. and say* that the city 
must continue to furnish these offices 
and rooms until relieved of the burden 
by future legislation.

Sully Says the Cotton Was Purchased 
For Himself Alone. 

New York. Oct. 13.—An entry show¬ 
ing the purchase of 21.600 bales of cot¬ 
ton. worth on that day In the market 
approximately $2,000,000. which had 
been entered upon the ledger of D. J. 
Sully & Co., under the account of "Corr 
& Sully Joint" on March 3. 1904. was 
explained by Mr. Sully to-day in the 
bankruptcy hearing before referee as a 
purchase made entirely upon his own 
account and In which no other person 
was interested. He pointed out the 
w ords "Charge to Carding." which ap¬ 
peared In connection with the entry 
and said that "Carding" was the name 
under which* he carried his personal 
accounts. 

"Mr. Corr. \ot Philadelphia had noth¬ 
ing to do with the deal." said Sully 
in reply to counsel for the creditors, 
who was endeavoring to have him ad¬ 
mit that this cotton was bought on a 
Joint account, that it may become a j 
tangible asset for the benefit of the 
creditors. "That cotton was purchased 
on my account alone and was lost with 
my other holdings in the failure. I did 
not authorize such an entry. It was 
made through an error on the part of 
some clerk.” 

It was suggested as • the account 
seemed conflicting as recorded in the 
ledger of Sully & Co. that Mr. Corr be 
summoned from Philadelphia to t^ffy 
as to his actual knowledge and the 
fwets regarding his account ami rela¬ 
tions with Mr. Sully by referee Coxe 
Counsel for Mr. Sully willingly agreed 
to this. The hearing will be continued 
next Wednesday.

BLOW TO THE POT HUNTERS. 


Evidence in the action brought by 
Chosen Friends Lodge of the Indepen¬ 
dent Order of Odd Fellows to recover 
from the Illinois Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany the value of $4,000 worth of bonds 
pledged by W. W. Morris for per¬ 
sonal debts, was heard by Judge Field 
yesterday. Under agreement between 
counsel intervention of a Jury was 
waived and Judge Field will try both 
the law and fact Issues. While 
Chairman of the Widows and Orphans* 
Committee of Chosen Friends Lodge, 
W. W. Mm-ris had in his possession th 
bonds—two of the Board of Trade and 
two of the Lebanon City Water Works 
Company. According to the proof sub¬ 
mitted by the plaintiff. Mr. Morris 
pledged the bonds to the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of Kentucky for 
$ 4,000 with which to me*t personal 
obligations. Later the Mutual Life In 
surance Company practically sold out 
tr» the Illinois Life Insurance Company. 
The latter corporation called upon Mr. 
Morris to pav the loan. Whereupon 
he withdrew flho bonds and repledged 
them to the Fidelity TrUBt Company 
j for the amount needed. Notwith 
‘ standing this transfer, the plaintiff 
claims that the Illinois Life is still re 
sponsible for the value of the bonds. 
No proof whatever was offered by tho 
defense, and so far a* foots are con¬ 
cerned the case Is agreed. 

The defense contends that the bonds 
are as negotiable as cash and cannot 
be restored to their original owner un¬ 
der the circumstance*. The plaintiff 
holds, however, that the bonds are the 
kind of personal property which can¬ 
not rightfully change ownership under 
a misappropriation. Arguments will 
be heard by Judge Field this morning. 

Luther Files Answer. 

Albert Luther, whose wife. Lizzie 
Wieland Luther, sued him for divorce 
upon the charge that he never lived 
with her from the first hour of tneir 
marriage and contributed nothing to 
her support, has filed an answer in 
which he placed the entire blame upon 
the plaintiff. The marring-' took plaro 
April 19, 1904 and Mrs. Luther alleges 
that her husband left her Immediately 
On May 4 . however, he agreed to go to 
housekeeping and bought the furniture, 
but they had hardly moved in when 
he once more absented himself. In his 
answer Luther says that he agreed 
with the plaintiff that they should keep 
their wedding secret un-til he had time 
to provide her with a home. He ad¬ 
mits he left home Immediately after 
the marriage, but that he returned 
May 4 and made the plans to gb to 
ihousekeeping. However, he found it 
again necessary for him to Rave the 
city and he claims to have amply pro¬ 
vided the plaintiff with funds for main- 
tenance during his absence. When he 
returned he found that thr plaintiff had 
broken up housekeeping and moved out 
the furniture. He says that on his re¬ 
turn they agreed to live apart until he 
had time to pay his debts. This he did. 
and on September 5 rented rooms at 
Shelby and Main streets in which to go 
to housekeeping. The plaintiff, how¬ 
ever. he declares, refused to return the 
ifurnlture she had moved out of the 
other tlat to her own home and finaii> 
refused to live with him. Luther says 
he is ready and willing to provide a 
home for the plaintiff now if she will 
live with him. „ _ 

An affidavit of Dr. Edward Grant 
was filed which stated that Luther 
had been in ill health, suffering from 
melancholia for a year, and that he 
frequently had instant changes of pur¬ 
pose. ______ 

Demurs To Tax Suit. 

Argument on demurrer was heard 
by Judge Gregory yesterday In the case 
of George H. Alexander. State Reve¬ 
nue Agent, against the Central < Ion- 
sum ^rs* Company for about $4,000 al 
leged due the State as delinquent 
license tax upon breweries operated by 
the defendant. The defendant already 
pays one license of $200 a year, but 
operates half a dozen breweries. The 
Revenue Agent claims that the law 
contemplates a license on each brewery 
A demurrer had been entered by the de¬ 
fendant to the right of the revenue 
agent to prosecute the case.

Good results are expected from the 
new game law which is now in effect in 
Kentucky, and the most effective pro¬ 
vision of it Is the section which forbids 
the killing of rabbits between Septem¬ 
ber 15 and November 15. Rabbita are 
now protected by law for the first time 
In Kentucky and the purpose of this 
Is to prevent hunters from going out 
ostensibly to shoot rabbits, but In re¬ 
ality to shoot partridges. The mere 
fact that a hunter is in a field with a 
gun will be prima facie evidence that 
he Is violating the taw. whereas under 
the old law he might escape by saying 
he was hunting rabbits and not par¬ 
tridges. 

The law prohibiting the sale of par¬ 
tridges Is also in effect now, and it will 
be felt during the winter at the res¬ 
taurants which will not be able to serve 
partridges unless they can show that 
the birds were killed outside Kentucky. 

As many other State* have the same 
*ort of a law' as was passed by the last 
Legislature In Kentucky, it is probable 
that partridges will fc>e scarce at din¬ 
ners and late suppers. The following
